stitute the second M anchurian army.

COSSACK ACTIVITY 


Brilliant Achievements cf a B ran;h of 


Russian Army, 


St. Petersburg, Oct. 22.—The rival 
arm ies of Russia and Japan, entrench­ 
ed a short distance from each other 
south of the Shakhe river, are forced 
to continued inactivity until the fine 
w eather now prevailing dries the sod- 
den ground and the tired w arriors are 
sufficient,y rested to resum e opera­ 
tions. 
A dispatch from Mukden re­ 
ports 
that 
the 
Russians 
yesterday 
confined them selves to a bombardm ent 
of Shakhe station and the adjoining 
village of 
Lumatnng, the Japanese 
feebly responding. 
This news clears 
up an interesting point, and shows 
that Shakhe station is not held by the 
Russians. 
Russian correspondents re;»ort that 
some regim ents of the Fifth* Siberian 
corps have been engaged in slight skir­ 
mishes on the advance line the past 
few days 
The fact that the First and 
Fifth 81berlan were the only corps 
hitherto un mentioned in reports of the 
fighting on Oct. 19 shows that General 
Kuropatkin has sent the reserves to 
the trenches, giving other much-tried 
corps a thorough rest. 
Meanwhile 
the Cossacks are raiding the Japanese 
lines. 
It has been developed that after the 
Lone Tree hill rout the Japanese were 
unable to remove a number of cannon 
in addition to those left on the hill, 
and which remained midway between 
the Russian and Japanese trenches. 
As they lay, these guns were so ex­ 
posed to fire from both sides that it 
was impossible for either R ussians or 
Japanese to get possession of them 
during daylight, and repeated attem pts 
have been made by both sides to se 
cure the guns under cover of dark­ 
ness. 
Up to the present tim e Cossack 
detachm ents have succeeded in get­ 
ting three of the cannon. 
The dexter­ 
ity of the Cossacks in this sort of work 
was repeatedly Illustrated during the 
Russian arm y maneuvers 
On one oc­ 
casion they abstracted the artillery 
harness, completely disabling all the 
batteries of their rival com batants. 
A 
more famous occasion was four years 
ago, when General Kuropatkin com 
manded the southern army m arching 
from Moscow against the northern 
army, commanded by Grand Duke Ser­ 
gius. 
K uropatkln’s Cossack leader, 
Dienrichs, 
surrounded 
the 
hut 
In 
which Sergius’ chief of staff, Sobo- 
leff, now commanding the Sixth Si­ 
berian corps, and his subordinates 
were asleep, and quietly went off with 
their dispatches and maps. 
W hen So- 
boleff woke up he found his whole staff 
bound and gagged, and every docu­ 
m ent missing. 
The first detachm ent of the Eighth 
corps has reached Harbin and the re­ 
m ainder is expected 
to reach that 
place within three weeks. 
Meanw’hlle 
three Polish rifle brigades are begin­ 
ning to sta rt for the front. 
It is ex­ 
pected that this will provide 
2 0 .0 0 0 
troops. By the time this force is start- 
e«i for the far E ast the Sixth corps, 
stationed at Vitebik, or the Second 
corps, at Grodno, will be ready„to start.

cratic party is entitled to the credit— 
have made it possible for the stat« 
to largely reduce its debt. The money 
in the sinking fund could have been 
honestly used for no othe'r purpose 
than debt-paying.” 
In its inferential statement that the 
reductions of the state debt have been 
made solely from the state debt sink­ 
ing fund the News simply repeats a 
silly fabrication, easily controverted 
by reference to the official record. 
Of the total reduction of the state 
debt since 1895 nearly two million 
dollars 
have 
been 
applied 
from 
sources other than the staje debt 
sinking fund. 
It may be said, more­ 
over, in this connection, that while 
the law has provided for the appli­ 
cation of the revenue derived from 
this fund, there has been nothing in 
law to prevent the building up of the 
debt at one end while tearing it down 
at the other. 
While the News is apologizing for 
the Democratic record in the matter 
of the state debt and trying to palm it 
off on the people as “something just 
as good,” it might give what no Dem­ 
ocratic editor has yet offered—an ex­ 
cuse for the failure to make the tax 
levy from 1883 to 1891 commensurate 
with the current expenditures. 
The 
failure to do so has cost the state of 
Indiana a million and a half dollars 
In interest beside a practical doubling 
of the debt during the period men­ 
tioned, and now that the News has 
come forward as the champion of that 
sort of financiering it ought to be 
able to produce a reason for Its posi­ 
tion other than the habitual desire to 
work both sides of the political street. 
It Is to be hoped that in “showing" the 
record, it will intersperse glittering 
generalities with a few facts, which 
even “fair-minded” orators and edi­ 
tors ought to consider in determining 
whether or not one party or another, 
one leadership or another, has or has 
not made a good record in the man­ 
agement of state affairs.
